The Falling France, ~: 

Despite all that appears to 
have been done inthe recent 
past to restore the frane to a 
norma] quotation, matters have 
again assumed the aspect of a 
financial seesaw, with France's 
currency down to-a lower ex- 
change value than it has ever 
touched. The improvement of a 
year or so ago will be recalled, 
when from something .over a 
hundred to the pound sterling the 
franc was, raised to about three- 
pence. Since then, there ‘have 
been‘ other crises to weathor, of 
which the, failureto arrange o 
settlomont with the United States 
over the war debt has. not beon 
the least, and.-within~ the list 
fortnight ‘the position» of French 
currency has assumed a very un- 
stable aspect. It is obvious that 
niatters cannol go on like that for 
very long, and something will 
have to be done by the authorities 
to rescue the country's credits 
from’ threatening disaster, A 
falling franc recalls the effect it 
has on.the country quite apart 
from the continued loss of con- 
fidence suffered. abroad. For 
one thing, the price of* import- 
ed goods becomes prohibitive. The 
shopkeepers put up their prices 
on current stock, principally so 
as to recoup themselves for the 
higher cost of living, and the con- 
sumer is faced’ with the prabable 
increase of taxation in addition 
to these other imposts, . Thus the 
yicious cycle goes on, and mean- 
while politicians come and go in 
scomingly impotent offorts to 
stem the adverse tide. France is 
already one of the most heavily 
taxed countries in the world, and 
when we come to think of all that 
she has sufferred, tho burden of 
debt that she has to bear, and the 
cominitments’ at homo and ab- 
road that world affuirs have given 
rise to, and remember that most 
of her troubles arc an aftermath 
of the heroic efforts that she put 
forth in the late war, we cannot 
but feel the utmost sympathy for 
the country und its people, and 
echo the wish that it, will not be 
jong before many of ‘her present 
difficultion are successfully over- 
come.

A FINE RECORD. 

Before the certificates and cups 
were distributed, Mr. Ralphs said: 
—As-you, sir, have taken a very 
active part in developing the work 
of the St. John Ambulance Brigade 
in Ceylon, it is not. necessary for 
me to enlarge upon the value and 
importance of ambulance training 
and I shall touch only lightly on 
the work of the Hongkong Corps 
of the St. John Ambulance Briguile 
during the year. In June we 
increased our membership’ and 
formed two new divisions or con- 
panies—an Indian division consist- 
ing entirely of members -of the 
Indian community; in charge of Mr. 
H, el Arculli; with Dr. Samy as 
surgeon, and the Kowloon division, 
consisting of Europeans under Mr. 
Ralston. At the same time. the 
membership of the  Ghinese 
Y.MLC.A. was largely increased, as 
was that of the Kowloon-Canton 
Railway, both very active and very. 
efficient divisions, The members 
of the Comps have made every 
effort to become proficient so suc- 
cessfully that’ all—to the number of 
100—have without exception been 
examined and passed as “efficient” 
for the year, and the examining 
surgeons have reported that a high 
standard has been attained. I may 
mention here that every memher 


is obliged to take a course of in-} 


struction and pads an efiiciency tes! 
annually, so that our uniform is a 
guarantee that! the wearer is really 
proficient in anybulance work. 
The members are always ready to 
yespond to acall to render first nid 
to the injured; as far as publie 
duty is concerned they proyided-x3 
in previous years—n ‘detachment 
for duty at the Races, and’ took 
charge of the Government motor 
ambulances during July and August 
last, keeping a squad of men on 
duty, night and day, continuously 
in both Hongkong and Kowloon.

ARMY OUT OF LAL’ WAIL CUP. 


The experience of the Army, who 
lost to the Civilians by the only, 
yoal scored, can be likened unto 
that of the boxer who is ahead on 
points and then receives a heavy 
fpunch which sends him down-and 
out. The result was ngainst the 
balance of play,—even during the 
periods when Humberstone was 
absent, the Army pressed—but thy 
mitch was so interesting to waleh,. 
and there were so many thrill- 
from both individual and combined 
effort, that it did not seem to matte: 
who won, : 

Most teams who were overplayed 
in midfield to the’ extent of the 
Civilians would have capitulnted, 
but Bob Wynne was in- brilliant 
form, ,thouvh he was hardworked 
like every. olmer member. of the 
defence, « By frequently placing 
the ball into toueh they obtained 
some respite, : 

The failure of the Army to score 
cannot be laid wholly at the doe: 
of-bad shooting. Before he was ‘in- 
jured Humberstone had put in a 
shol which had Rodger beaten all 
over his goal bul which Wynne eb- 
structed unknowingly with his 
head. - When he returned dazed he 
put. in a shot front forty yards 
which obliged Rodger to dive the 
full length of his charge to effect 
a brilliant save, In the second 
half, receiving in the middle, Hum-

STORY OF PEASANT 
INDUSTRY. 


Bulgaria (is an agricultural 
country, her chief products: being 
grain, tobacco and attar of roses, 
The industry of the Bulgaria pea- 
sant Increased ‘the tobacco crop 
from 5,000 tona in 1918 to 51,000 
inf 1923, and this year’s crop pro- 
mises to be at least equal to that 
of 1923. The bulk of this tobneco 
is exported to Germany, Poland 
and Czecho-Slovakia, but even the 
United States buya about 3,000 
tons a‘yenr; - The big tobacco ex- 
port companies are mostly in 
foreign  hands—Italian, Erg- 
fish, Belgian and French 
capital “ise invested—~and 
tiicse big ‘concerns fare or- 
ganized iu an up-to-date way. 
Yet -the process by which’ thig 
tobneco crop gets into the hands 
of the exporter from the peasant 
producer. is the most interesting 

part of the trading operations. 


After the tobacco harvest the 
peasant makes ‘a bundle consist- 
ing of: fifty tobacco leaves and 
stitches them together with yarn. 
Early in the fall the buying agents 
Of the big tobueco export com- 
panies go from village to village 
and buy up the crop. When the 
agents arrive the peasants all as- 
semble in the village inn. The 
agent trents them with rakia, a 
spirlt distilled from grape residue, 
and cigarettes are freely distribut- 
ed. For half an “hour the con- 
versation carefully avoids the sub- 
ject of tobacco; then when the 
rakin has created a -more adyan- 
tagcous atmosphere, the agent 
suddenly asks the price. The big- 
gest planter then names a price. 
Bargaining follows, and if they 
come to an agreement the deal is 
consummated with a handshake. 
The agent gives to cach peasant 
an advance; there is ne need of a 
contract. A handshake in Bul- 
garia is of greater value than any 
written’ document,

garia’s trade is in the attar of 
roses business, A.yisit to the dis- 
tricts of Kasainik, Karlove and the 
Shipka Pass.in May presents: not 
only -an unforgettable picture;
